The famous evangelist, tan- 
ned and rested after a voyage 
across the Atlantic, was met by 
his 70-year-old father and sev- 
eral dozen well wishers, among 
them an old negro who wept as 
Graham clasped his hand. 

A brief, informal press con- 
ference was ‘held in a roped off 
area of the station platform. 
Then Graham drove to his boy- 
hood heme to see his mother 
who was unable to meet the 
train because of a foot ailment. 


Later in the day Graham and 
his lovely wife, Ruth, who had 
met him in New York three days 
earlier, motored 100 miles to 
their mountaintop home where 
he saw their children for the 
first time in three months.
